Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 12-20, 37-40 and 42-58 are allowable over the prior art of record. The 
closest prior art of record Leuski . teaches grouping together similar documents, 
however it fails to teach grouping together documents with the same content, these 
limitations being indicated in claim 12 and 50 as "storing information identifying 
documents having a same document content identifier", in claim 18, 37 and 56 as "such 
document characterized by a document content identifier" and in claim 40 as "data 
structures include the document content identifier". 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
